The succeeding portions of the 


barrier will be constructed later, 
and they will not follow the 
natural contour of the land, 
clinging instead to the valleys 
and avoiding the mountains. 
From Con Thien to the border of 
Laos, the land rises from the 
coastal plain steeply to a series 
of razorback mountains, each 
one higher than the last. 


Consequently, the barrier will 


not at all resemble the ill-fated 
Maginot Line. It will be a series 
of pieces, like a jagged fence, 
with gaps where there are no 
valleys. Details of the fortifica- 
tions to be built within the 
cleared strip of terrain are top- 
secret, but they will include the 
usual border-style fort at peri- 
odic intervals, barbed wire, and 
highly - sophisticated electronic 
devices. 


As long as this war lasts, the 


enemy will continue to infiltrate 
across the DMZ, but when the 
barrier is completed, getting 
across to attack our troops no 
longer will be as easy as a 
midnight stroll in the park.

Wisconsin Report 
Legislature Must 
Reassert Authority 
Over Bureaucracy 


BY HAROLD V. FROEHLICH 


MADISON — State govern- 


ment in Wisconsin, as in other 
states, is patterened after our 
federal system. This incorpo- 
rates a system of "checks and 
balances" involving three sep- 
arate and co-equal branches of 
government — the executive, 
legislative, and judicial. Each 
has certain prerogatives and 
powers assigned to it by the 
state constitution. 


Froehlich 


In practice, however, Ihe 


system has been altered. Gov- 
ernment on the state level over 
the years has undergone a 
transition 
bringing about a 


decline 
in the 
role of 
the 


legislative branch 
and 
the 


virtual 
establishment 
of 
a 


fourth _ branch of government 
which' could be called the 
"administrative" branch. 


Both of these trends, which 


are interrelated, are inimical 
to the intent of the State 
Constitution and to the system 
of checks and balances which 
is so essential to our form of 
government. As a legislator I 
am deeply concerned about the 
direction in which government 
on the state level is headed. It 
is my feeling that the Legisla- 
ture should be restored to its 
proper role in government, but 
this must be done by the 
Legislature itself. This, there- 
fore, has become one of my 
major objectives as speaker of 
the State Assembly. 


A SEPARATE EMPIRE 


The 
proliferation 
of state 


agencies — the departments, 
boards 
and commissions of 


government — has brought 
about a bureaucratic structure 
on the state level that, for the 
most part, has operated inde- 
pendently of either the gover- 
nor or the legislature Although 
these agencies are considered 
to be executive branch agen- 
cies, they in many respects 
have been 
subject 
to little 


direct control from the gover- 
nor's office. 


Prior to Ihe passage of the 


Kellelt governmental reorgani- 
zation bill the administrators 
of only a few stale depart- 
ments served at the pleasure 
ot the governor. 


Other department h e a d s 


were selected by part-time 
boards and some departments 
were controlled by commis- 
sioners who served six year 
terms, staggered so that no 
one governor would select all 
three 
commission members 


during a single term. This 
method divoiced the depart- 


ments from the direct control 
of 
the 
executive 
and 
con- 


tributed to a system in which 
d epartmental 
administrators 


could operate their 
depart- 


ments quite independently of 
the wishes of the governor in 
power. 


This led to the development 


of an attitude on the part of 
many bureaucrats 
that they 


were immune from the so-

electorate The old cry. "Keep

to change — but government, 
if it is to be effective, must be 
dynamic and flexible. 


It should be kept in mind 


that state departments have 
been established to serve the 
public, not to control it, al- 
though a certain amount of 
control must be exercised by 
governmental agencies in their 
official duties. This is why it is 
so necessary that the public 
has the power to chart the 
course 
of 
these 
agencies 


through their elected represent- 
atives. 


A bureaucracy which op- 


erates with little restraint and 
control from either the execu- 
tive or legislative branches is 
not a representative govern- 
ment. For 
this reason 
the 


Legislature passed the Kellett 
bill providing for a massive 
reorganization of state gov- 
ernment. It is expected that 
some of these problems will be 
rectified when this program 
becomes fully operational. 


THE LEGISLATURE'S DUTY 


All of this directly relates to 


the legislative process and the 
role 
of 
the 
Legislature 
in 


government. I contend that it 
is the duty of legislators to 
attain an awareness of and an 
interest in the operation of 
state agencies. This is part of 
their job. 


The role of the Legislature 


has been weakened only be- 
cause legislators themselves 
have failed to play an active 
role in the affairs of govern- 
ment. 
The 
Legislature 
has 


operated on a part-time basis 
when 
full-time 
service 
was 


necessary. 


The time has long passed 


when a part-time Legislature 
can render the service re- 
quired to supervise the opera- 
tion of a growing and increas- 
ingly complex state govern- 
ment.

As much as the book fasci- 


nated me, I must confess that 
it left me with an unpleasant 
taste in my mouth. Most of the 
things the author said were 
true; he was wickedly accurate 
in his depiction of the char- 
acters. Yet the book made me 
dissatisfied 
a n d 
unfriendly 


toward its creator. 


I think it is because brillance 


is an intolerable trait when it 
seems to dominate the person- 
ality. Just as humans cannot 
stand looking into the sun, so 
we cannot stand any spectacle 
which steadily blazes into our 
eyes. We require the cool shade 
and the deceptive shadow. 


An author who is persistently 


brilliant, who never relaxes for 
a moment from his display of 
intellectual virtuosity, is some- 
thing of a freak. And while we 
may admire a freak, or enjoy 
him for a while, we cannot feel 
affection for him. In the end, 
we are revolted. 


The man who is proud of his 


brilliance is as much a fool as 
(lie man 
who proud of his 


muscles: in each case, he is 
taking the part for the whole. 
Just as a man is more than a 
physique, so is he more than a 
probing mind. 


The greatest literary artists 


have not been unrelentingly 
brilliant. Shakespeare often re- 
laxed to the point of boredom; 
Dickens was a sentimental slob 
as soon as he loosened the 
reins on his superb creative 
genius. And we love them both 
the more for being big enough 
to show the frail man beneath 
the mighty artist. 


It is not on the statute books, 


but there is such a crime as 
indecent exposure of the mind. 


There is something obscene 


in the sight of a man who must 
be brilliant at all costs, who is 
under a compelling need to 
prove his intellectual superiori- 
ty on every page and in every 
paragraph. 


There is fear behind all this 


— fear that if, for a moment, 
the brilliance dims, then every- 
thing 
is lost, the 
audience 


leaves, and the author is left 
alone, a small and frightened 
man on an empty stage. It 
takes a long time for a brilliant 
man to learn that nobody is 
loved for his mind — but only 
for the human way in which he 
uses it.
